Since 1949, we have been issuing the information referred to in the 
previous paragraph as a supplement to the Scientific Edition of the JouRNAL 
so that it could be available as a separate volume to those who refer to this 
information frequently. The PROCEEDINGS of the Annual Convention are 
published in narrative form in the Practical Pharmacy Edition of the JoURNAL 
immediately following the annual convention. 


The Proceepincs of the 1954 and 1955 conventions were published in nar- 
rative form in the September, 1954 and June 1955 numbers respectively of the 
Practical Pharmacy Edition of the JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN PHARMACEU 
ricAL ASSOCIATION and continued in subsequent editions of the JOURNAL as 
far as the addresses and reports of special interest are concerned. Many 
of the scientific papers and those dealing with practical pharmacy, economics, 
history, education, and legislation which were presented at the various section 
meetings have been or are being published in various issues of either the Scien- 
tific or Practical Pharmacy L-ditions of the JOURNAL. 


The membership list, which is a part of the supplement to the February, 
1956, Sctentific Edition, includes active members in good standing as of De- 
cember 31, 1955, and also those members who were not listed in any previous 
printed list but who may not have continued to be in good standing up to De 
cember 31, 1955. Such arrangements have been made to assure continuation 
of availability of a published list of all members in one of the ASSOCIATION 
publications since its origin.

BRIEF HISTORY AND SUMMARY

Che AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 
was formally organized in Philadelphia, October 
6-8, 1852, following a preliminary meeting of 
leaders of the profession in New York City in 
1851. Perhaps the most important factor leading 
to the formation o1 the organization was a de 
sire on the part of the pharmacists and physicians 
of that day to improve the quality of drugs which 
rhe leaders in the move 
ment to organize the ASSOCIATION were practicing

rhe reports of all Officers and Committees and 
of the Council are referred to the House of Dele 
gates and the House takes action on recommenda- 
tions offered from these sources and from in- 
dividual members of the House. Usually such 
action is taken through the Committee on Resolu 
tions, which submits its recommendations to the 
House. The recommendations are then debated 
and finally acted upon. They must be approved 
at the final general session of the ASSOCIATION 
before they become the policy of the ASSOCIATION 
on the subject covered. 

The Council of the AssocraATION acts for the 
House of Delegates and for the ASSOCIATION in 
the interim between national conventions. Since 
the Secretary of the ASSOCIATION is also the Secre 
tary of the House of Delegates and of the Coun 
cil and is designated as the General Manager of 
the ASSOCIATION, it becomes his duty, as the Ad- 
ministrative Officer, to implement the actions 
taken by the AssocraTION with the help of the 
other officers, committees and the staff.

CODE OF ETHICS 
OF THE 
AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 


(Revised August, 1952) 


The primary obligation of pharmacy is the service 
it can render to the public in safeguarding the 
preparation, compounding, and dispensing of drugs 
and the storage and handling of drugs and medical 
supplies. 

The practice of pharmacy requires knowledge, 
skill and integrity; therefore, the State laws re- 


THE PHARMACIST AND HIS 


The pharmacist upholds the approved legal 
standards of the United States Pharmacopeia and 
the National Formulary, and encourages the use of 
official drugs and preparations. He purchases, 
compounds, and dispenses only drugs of good quality 

The pharmacist uses every precaution to safe- 
guard the public when dispensing any drugs or 
preparations. Being legally entrusted with the dis- 
pensing and sale of these products, he assumes this 
responsibility by upholding and conforming to the 
laws and regulations governing the distribution of 
these substances. 

The pharmacist seeks to enlist and to merit the 
confidence of his patrons. He zealously guards this 
confidence. He considers the knowledge and con- 
fidence which he gains of the ailments of his pa- 
trons as entrusted to his honor, and does not divulge 
such facts. 

The pharmacist holds the health and safety of his 


patrons to be of first consideration; he makes no 


strict the practice of pharmacy to persons with 
special training and qualifications, and license to 
them privileges which are denied to others. Ac- 
cordingly, the pharmacist recognizes his responsi- 
bility to the State and to the community for their 
well-being, and fulfills his professional obligations 
honorably.

attempt to prescribe for or to treat disease or to offer 
for sale any drug or medical device merely for profit. 


The pharmacist keeps his pharmacy clean, neat, 
and sanitary, and well equipped with accurate 
measuring and weighing devices and other apparatus 
suitable for the proper performance of his profes- 
sional duties. 


The pharmacist is a good citizen and upholds 
and defends the laws of the states and nation; he 
keeps informed concerning pharmacy and drug 
laws, and other laws pertaining to health and sani- 
tation, and cooperates with the enforcement 
authorities. 

The pharmacist supports constructive efforts in 
behalf of the public health and welfare. He seeks 
representation on public health committees and proj- 
ects and offers to them his full cooperation. 

The pharmacist at all times seeks only fair and 
honest remuneration for his services. 


THE PHARMACIST AND HIS RELATIONS TO THE OTHER HEALTH PROFESSIONS 


The pharmacist willingly makes available his ex- 
pert knowledge of drugs to the other health pro- 
fessions. 

The pharmacist refuses to prescribe or to diag- 
nose; he refers those needing such service to a 
properly licensed practitioner. In an emergency and 
pending the arrival of a qualified practitioner, he 
applies such first-aid treatment as is dictated by 
humanitarian impulses, scientific knowledge and 
good judgment. 

The pharmacist compounds and dispenses pres- 
criptions carefully and accurately, using correct 
pharmaceutical skill and procedure. If there is any 
question in the pharmacist’s mind regarding the 
ingredients of a prescription, a possible error, or the 
safety of the direction, he privately and tactfully 
consults the practitioner before making any changes. 
He exercises his best professional judgment and 


follows, under the laws and existing regulations, the 
prescriber’s directions in the matter of refilling 
prescriptions, copying the formula upon the label 
or giving a copy of the prescription to the patient. 
He adds any extra directions or caution or poison 
labels only with proper regard for the wishes of the 
prescriber, and the safety of the patient. 


The pharmacist does not discuss the therapeutic 
effects or composition of a prescription with a pa- 
tient. When such questions are asked, he suggests 
that the qualified practitioner is the proper person 
with whom such matters should be discussed. 


The pharmacist considers it inimical to public 
welfare to have any clandestine arrangement with 
any practitioner of the health sciences by which fees 
are divided or in which secret or coded prescriptions 
are involved. 
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THE PHARMACIST AND HIS RELATIONS TO FELLOW PHARMACISTS 


The pharmacist strives to perfect and enlarge 
his professional knowledge. He contributes his 
share toward the scientific progress of his profession 
and encourages and participates in research, investi 
gation, and study. He keeps himself informed re- 
garding professional matters by reading current 
pharmaceutical, scientific, and medical literature, 
attending seminars and other means 

The pharmacist seeks to attract to his profession 
youth of good character and intellectual capacity 
and aids in their instruction. 

The pharmacist associates himself with organiza- 
tions having for their objective the betterment of 
the pharmaceutical profession and contributes his 
share of time, energy, and funds to carry on the work 
of these organizations. 

The pharmacist keeps his reputation in public 
esteem by continuously giving the kind of profes- 
sional service that earns its own reward. He does 
not engage in any activity or transaction that will 
bring discredit or criticism to himself or to his pro- 
fession. 

The pharmacist will expose any corrupt or dis- 
honest conduct of any member of his profession 
which comes to his through

laws or the rules and regulations of pharmaceutical 
organizations, and he will aid in driving the un- 
worthy out of the calling. 

The pharmacist does not lend his support or his 
name to the promotion of objectionable or unworthy 
products.
